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After this manner, therefore, pray ye:

PREFACE. 


IN presenting this edition of the Psalms of David to 
the public, it is necessary to observe that a material 
alteration is made relative to the heads and addresses 
of each Psalm.—In the common English Bible, and 
most other editions of the sacred volume, these are 
cither entirely omitted, or placed as a title and head, 
not being considered of any spiritual import; but 
here they are included in the Psalm, and form either 
a part or the whole of the first verse. 


The reason for this alteration is, that the Book of 
Psalms, like every other part of the Word of God, 
contains an internal or spiritual signification; which 
in the supreme sense, respects the Lord Himself, dur- 
ing His process of redemption, and, in an inferior 
Sense, the man of the Lord's Church, in his various 
States of regeneration. Therefore, since by David is 
understood the LoR D, whenever that name occurs, 
there, in the internal sense, the Lon is signiſied; 
consequently a great breach is made in the Holy 
Word, and it's internal signification materially af- 
fected, when the title and heads of the Psalms are 
omitted. Thu, the third is called A Psalm to

David in his flying from the faces of Alsalom his 
s0n;” and although it-might have been literally used 
by David at that time, yet it's internal or spiritual 
significution is, © Concerning the LoRD when he was 
in temptations and subdued the hells, and then in a 
State of humiliation, in which he prayed to the Fu- 


ther.” 


By attending, therefore, to the internal sense as 
placed at the head of each Psalm and considering the 
Lond as 5peaking wherever David is mentioned, the 
reader will easily reconcile what at first appears ra- 
ther as an innovation than an improvement. *
